METHODISM AT WASHINGTON.

Some time since, I read in a New En- 
gland paper the notice that a member of 
one of our eastern Conferences had 
preached on acertain Sabbath in ‘* the 
Methodist Church at Washington.” The 
notice evidently conveyed the impres- 
sion that Methodism had only one 
church in this city. UL was led to ask 
how far this might be an index of the 
knowledge at the East of the work of 
our church at the capital of the nation. 
Such reflection leads to a cursory state- 
ment of the standing of Methodism in 
this city. 

To those who have only known our 
church in its relative position in New 
England there is a thrill of joy. rising 
to glad epthusiasm, to enter a city 
where Methodism is confessedly at the 
head in number of churches, in mem- 
bership, and in social influence. And 
Methodism is so strong here that it 
maintains its identity and peculiar char- 
acteristics without apology. Some data 
may be more helpful than simple asser- 
tivns, to reveal its strength. There are 
in this city sixteen Methodist churches, 
with an average membership of more 
than two hundred, aggregating a total 
membership of nearly four thousand. 
This does not include the churches or 
membership of the colored people. The 
population of the negroes in the city is 
seme forty thousand, and there are very 
many strong churches among them of 
all denominations; but more Methodist, 
I am informed, than all others. The 
question of race is settling itself, and 
rightly; the negro prefers to wership 
with his own people. There is also one 
Methodist Church South, a large and in- 
fluential congregation. 

The church served by Dr. Hicks, of 
Guiteau fame,is »n offshoot from one 
of the old Methodist ehurches of the 
city, an element which withdrew be-

Monday, Nov. 27, the third 
quarterly conference was held, when 
the reports showed that the congreg: 
tion is in a prosperous condition. The 
treasurer’s repurt showed that the little 
society, in which everybody is very 
poor, had among themselves collected 
enough to pay their hall rent and cur- 
rent expenses, and had a little cash bal- 
ance in the treasury. But it is only a 
small part of the sum they need in order 
to purchase an organ. The congrega- 
tion is in great need of an organ, but 
have not the money to buy it. If per- 
sovs who are able would assist in this 
matter, it would be a blessing both to 
themselves and the society. Donations 
can be sent to the pastor, Rev. H. Ol- 
son, 137 Washington S'reet, Cambridge- 
port, Mass., or 38 Bromfield Street, 
Boston.

We know of 
American writers whose works have sold by 
tens of thousands in Great Britain, who have 
received only the veriest pittance for their au- 
thorship. ‘The trouble is not so much be- 
tween English writers and American publish- 
ers, as between English publishers and the 
foreign authors. If the foreign copyright 
were respected here. English booksellers, 
through their American branches, would mo- 
nopolize the publication of all editions issued 
in this country.
